It is Rood to be in a position to feel that you are a part of 
an American institution from border to boundary. An in- 
ition, this is, that is known as the weekly community 
newspaper, whose readers are, in a peculiar sense, frater- 
nally associated and bound together in a common bond of 
reader interest.

Jesus once had the opportunity, 
which to some young people is a 
rather frightening thrill, of speak- 
ing to a crowded audience In his 
own home town. He knew what 
was in nearly everybody's mind: 
"Give an account of yourself. Who 
do you think you are and what do 
you think you are doing?" To 
them he was Just a home-town 
boy; but they had heard of strange 
things he had said and done, and 
they wanted to hear him talk. 
So he had the opportunity on a 
Sabbath Day of speaking in the 
synagogue. As he read the Scrip- 
ture for the day, from Isaiah 61, 
Jesus stopped in the middle of a 
sentence, and sitting down (as 
teachers did in those days) he 
said, "Today this Scripture has 
been fulfilled ..." In other words, 
as Americans would put it. This 
is It. This is my plan of life. This 
prophecy, hundreds of years old, 
describes what I am and what I 
am doing. In short, Jesus took 
this prophecy to himself, as a 
self-portrait. It is more like a 
motion picture than a still pic- 
ture; it expresses what he was, in 
terms of what he did.

For him, the meaning of life is in 
contact with other persons.

Most people Jump at the chance 
to get their pictures taken with 
famous people. Jesus' self-por- 
trait was a picture of him with 
obscure people, people In trou- 
ble. What would happen in a com- 
munity if every church member 
became more interested in doing 
something for people than in "do- 
ing' people? 
For All Others 

What really enraged those 
churchgoers of Nazareth was not 
that Jesus was dedicated to help- 
ing others. That was fine, they 
were all in favor of it. The thing 
that raised them to murder-heat 
was that he drew no lines. He 
was for helping one and all, yes 
even Gentiles. What Jews of that 
day thought of Gentiles is ex- 
pressed in a passage from a popu- 
lar book written about the same 
Ume as the New Testament: "For 
our sakes you "*Go'<*\ made this 
first-born worid. But 'afr>4pf Jt»»e 
rest of tW nations which are 
sprung from Adam, you have said 
they are nothing and are like spit- 
tle." <II Esdras 6:56). So when 
Jasus made it clear that he (like 
Slijah and Elisha before him) 
would draw no race or national 
lines, that he intended to carry 
God's love to the last and least 
of men, these race-proud Naza- 
renes threatened to lynch him.

Today about 50 million Amer- 
icans have TB germs in their sys- 
tems. Of course, infection with 
TB germs need not mean disease, 
if the body is strong enough to 
fight the germs to a standstill. 
But if the body ever weakens. 
I hose germs may cause d»f*ase. 

You should know w/ether or 
not you have been infected with 
the germs that cause TB. Your 
doctor can make the simple test 
that will tali you for sure. A 
"positive reaction" is nothing to 
Worry about, but it is a warning 
that you must keep your body in 
the best possible health to pre- 
vent the infection from becom- 
ing disease. A chest X-ray as 
often as the doctor advises will 
make sure that Tb is discovered 
early if it should break out. 

To be sure that your later years 
are not shadowed by preventable 
illness and dependency, take full 
advantage of modern medical 
science. Get the physical check- 
up habit.

used in this country. These se- 
mantic sleuths are fellows of the 
Conference on Science, Philoso- 
phy, and Religion in Their Rela- 
tion to the Democratic Way of 
Life. 

Well, it seems to me there are 
two possible definitions of this 
term and that it depends entirely 
on a person's ideological bent — 
that is, whether he believes in 
freedom or regimentation — as to 
which definition he chooses. 

For the person who believes in 
regimentation, "human equality" 
means relative economic equality 
for all except the ruling clique, 
whose function is to enforce this 
efuality on all except themselves. 

For the one who believes in 
freedom, "human equality" means 
simply equality before the law— 
that is, that the law is no re- 
specter of persons. It is symbolic- 
ally expressed by the blindfold 
worn by Justice. Penalties for 
violations of the law are meted 
out impartially, according to acts 
—not accowJing to who commits 
the acts./ 

This is/ the kind of equality for 
which America has traditionally 
! stood/ But in recent years she 
ha/ come perilously near falling 
Tor the other. Whether or not she 
can regain her erect position is 
one of the gravest questions of 
our day.

i Kentucky Income Gain 
h ! Tops National Average 

The rate of increase in the per 
capita income of Kentuckians in 
recent years has exceeded that 
of the average of the Southeast- 
ern states as well as that of the 
United States as a whole, Ken- 
tucky's Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Development Board has dis- 
closed at Frankfort. 

While slightly under the aver- 
age income for the entire South- 
east during 1954, Kentucky's per 
capital income was $1,216 for the 
year, compared with a regional 
average income of $1,233 and an 
average for the United States of 
$1,7770. 

. For 1950, the average income 
I of Kentuckians, according to Jos- 
leph H. Taylor, executive dircctoi 
' -« the board, was $960. The South- 
it regional average was $1,004 
the year, while that of the 
tire United States was $1,491. 
'Thus, it can bee seen that the 
e of increase for Kentuckians 
was greater than either that for 
the region or the country as a 
whole," observed Taylor who cit- 
ed as authority a 200 page volume 
of the U. S. Department of Com- 
merce in its September 1955 issue 
of "Survey of Current Business."
